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REMARKS 

Claims 1 -7, 9-1 6 T 1 8-22, and 24-33 are pending in this application. Claims 8 ? 17, and 23 
are canceled and claim 33 is added herein. Claims 1.-4, 6, 7, 9, 12, 16, 18-22, 24, 27, 28, 31, and 
32 have been amended herein. In view of these amendments and remarks, Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration of the claims. 

Claims 16 and 28-30 were rejected under 35 U.S-C 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to provide an antecedent basis for the phrase "cap layer". Claim 16 has 
been corrected to depend from Claim 14, which introduces and provides a positive recitation to 
the "cap layer". However, Applicants' attorney respectfully directs die Examiner's attention to 
Claim 28, which introduces the term "cap layer" as a new element by the phrase "further 
comprising a cap layer/' and was therefore improperly rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 1 2. Claim 29 
and claim 38 depend from claim 28 and. therefore, were also improperly rejected under U.S.C, 
112. 

Claims 9-1 5, 24-27 and 32 were objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of the 
base claims and all intervening claims. 

Claims 9, 12, and 24 have been rewritten in independent form to include all of the 
lim itations of the base claims and all intervening claims as suggested by the Examiner and are 
now allowable. Claims 10, H, 13-15, and 25-27 depend directly or indirectly from one of the 
new independent claims 9 and 24. indicated as allowable and are also allowable for depending 
from allowable claims as well as for their own additional limitations. 

Dependent claims 2-7 were rejected along with their parent independent claim 1 and 
dependent claims 18-22 and 28-31 were rejected along with their parent independent claim 17 
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under 35 IIS.C, 102(a) a$ being anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,605,874 by Leu, et al However, 
the dependency of these claims has been amended such that they now depend directly or 
indirectly from now independent claim 12, which was indicated as allowable as discussed above. 
Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that these dependent claims are also now allowable for 
depending from a claim indicated as allowable as well as for their own limitations. 

Similarly, dependent claims 18-22 and 28-31 were rejected along with their independent 
claim 17 under U.S.C 1 02(a) as being anticipated by the Leu, et al. reference. However, the 
depen dency of these clai ms has been amended such that they now depend directly or indirectly 
from now independent claim 14, which was indicated as allowable as discussed above. 
Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that these dependent claims are also now allowable for 
depending from a claim indicated as allowable as well as for their own limitations. 

Claim 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being anticipated by the Leu, et al 
reference. However, claim 1 now includes the new limitations that the organic dielectric and tbe 
inorganic dielectric are in contact with each other. Leu, et al requires a hard mask 340 between 
the organic and inorganic dielectric layers to protect one of the organic or inorganic ILD layers 
when the other layer is being processed and vice-versa. 

Similarly, new claim 33 has the organic dielectric layer and the inorganic dielectric layer 
separated only by an adhesive layer. There is no hard mask 340 included for protecting the two 
types of layers from, the processing required by the other. 

Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that claims 1 and 33 are also now allowable and 
that the application is in condition for allowance. 
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In view of the above, Applicants respectfully submit that the application is in condition 
for allowance and request that the Examiner pass the case to issuance. If the Examiner should 
have any questions, Applicants request that the Examiner please contact Applicants* attorney at 
the address below.
